GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Dec. 


26.—Two passenger trains on 
the Pierre Marquette railroad, 
running at terrific rate of speed 
met In a head-on collision six 
miles east of this city at 6 o'clock 
this 'evening. 


Seventeen are dead and thirty- 


one1 injured.

T"he trains were running 
at 


such a great''rate of speed that 
both engines are reduced to scrap 
iron. 
The first cars were en- 


tirely demolished. and the entire "J* 
train left the track piling in a 
great heap, mingling wreckage 
and human bodies tin one mass. 


The wreck was entirely un- 


avoidable and for 'that reason 
the most appalling.

McLaughlin of the east bound 
train believed the track to -be 
clear and opened 
the throttle 


with the intention of pulling in- 
to Detroit on time, his train be- 
ing a few minutes late.

high' wind was blowing, 


causing the red signal light of ^ 
danger to be extinguished.

up time and marched into the prison. 
As- they passed through they were 
counted as usual, but one man was 
miissing. 
An alarm was sounded and 


the guards called out. 


A search was made but the missing 


man could not be found. 


The guards had almost decided ..that 


the prisoner was-already on the out- 
side of 
the wall when a noise was 


heard in the bathroom, 
A search 


.was made and finally Smith was dis- 
covered in a small reservoir. 
He was 


dragged out and will spend a long term 
in the dungeon. Bread and water is 
the only diet of such offenders, 
as 


every effort is made to discourage at- 
tempts at prison escapes.

Conchi Seegmiiller, the Indian con- 


demned to die, may not be hanged on 
February 5th, .provided the efforts of 
many of Nevada's most prominent citi- 
;ens 'are -strong enough to prevent it. 
The movement to have the board of 
pardons commute the sentence 'of the. 
condemned"' 'red . man started 
a 
few 


weeks ago, and'public sentiment 
has 


ihanged so much in the Indian's favor 
that lit is not improbable that Seeg- 
miller's sentence will be reduced to 
life, imprisonment. .From what can be 
learned of 
the murder for" which '• he 


was convicted, it is thought that the 
ends of justice will be served if Seeg- 
miller is allowed to spend the remain- 
der of his days in jaiil. 


In all portions of the1 state opinions 


are being circulated and the manner in 
which they are being signed is a good 
criterion that the board of pardons will 
consider the appeal. 
The petition in 


full is as follows:

James McConnell Met Terrible 


Death at the New Town 


Last Night. 


James McConnell was hit by the en- 


gine jaf train No. 4 last night and in- 
stantly killed. The accident occurred 
a quarter of a mile west of East Reno 
and the body was found shortly after- 
wards by a freight train crew. Coron- 
er Updike was immediately notified. 
The remains were brought to Reno and 
taken to the morgue. 


McConnell has been in the employ 


iof the company for a number of years 
past. He was a reliable man. an-d was 
highly thought of by his associates. 
For several months past he has • been 
the nightwatchman of the camp. 
It 


was his habit to make the rounds: of 
.the premises every, evening and see 
that all is well. Last night he went 
to the west end of East Reno and had 
started homeward when No. 4 came 
along and struck him. The body was 
thrown into the 
the track. . The 
'crushed and the body bruised. 


Train1 No. 217 stopped at the switch 


when en route west and a member of 
.the crew found the mangled body be- 
side the track.

*rived at Reno at 12:45 this morning 
the report was given and .the coroner

Fulton, saying that he wanted to go to.' 
Chicago. 
As his funds were limited 


he would be- left penniless had he paid 
the full fare.

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THE GRAND JURY REPORT 


T 


HE grand jury for 1903 filed a final report on "Wednes- 


day and were discharged 
The -work peiformed by 


the menbers during the period of their service has been 
most thoiough in eveiy particular 


Several true bills of indictment were found against 


law bieakeis a.nd were teported accoidmgly 
The commit- 


tee on roads and bridges made a careful investigation of 
these conveniences and made such leoommendations as 
the conditions seemed to- justify 
The committee on Court 


House, Jail and County Hospital teported on the var- 
ious buildings including- those used by the city for thp 
fire apparatus and other municipal government purposes 
The county hosptital building is at present overcrowded 
and seems to have had a larger average monthly popula- 
tion that for some yeais 
This has doubtless been caused 


by the large number of men who ha^ e found work on the 
railroad ' cut ofi" during the last summer and fall, many 
of whom owing to injuiy or sickness and being without 
funds have been admitted to the hospital and treated 
at the expense of the county 
From the standpoint of 


humanity, it was imperative on the people to provide for 
these unfortunates but it is quite evident from current ru- 
mors that the contractors along the line have, in certain 
instances, taken an unfair advantage of the men in their 
employ, by charging them a hospital tax of fifty cents =. 
month and deducting the same from their wages, and a 
dishonest advantage of the county by allowing these same 
men when injured, or ill to become county charges 
IS 


such was the case the grand jury should have taken thi* 
necessary steps to have punished the perpetrators of such 
an outrage 
The hospital has not only been overcrowded 


but It has been an expensive adjunct to the county gov- 
ernment for the year just closed 


The committee on books and accounts of officials and 


county finances made an exhaustive examination into the 
county business as their report demonstrates 


The Sheriffs office has handled a large amount of bus- 


iness during the year as the jail record shows, but the 
cost pei prisoner has been held at a minimum of 14 1-3 
cents per capita, per day 
The average population has 


been 54 9 prisoners per month 


The receipts of the county from all cources have been 


considerably augmented by the issuance of School bonds, 
and Coui t House and Hospital bonds which amount to 
appi oxlmately $60000 
Licenses taxes, fines and other 


sources of revenue have pro'vided nearly $160,000 of which 
some $30,000 comes from the State for school purposes 
The disbursements including $55 000 pafd to the State as 
Its proportion of the taxes, and excluding the amounts 
paid out on school bxiilding- and court house about $25,000 
would leave In round numbers $85,000 of which about $45,- 
000 ^seie paid for the support of the schools throughout 
the county, $55 000 to the State $5 000 for interest and bond 
redemption and $80000 for the general expense and sal- 
aries 
It will be seen by these figures that the expense 


and necessary outlay to maintain the various departments 
of the county government very nearly absorbes the en- 
tire revenues but It must be understood that the year 
just closed has been a remarkable one in the history of 
"Washoe county in the way of progress and improvement, 
hence the apparent heavy expense 
Conditions and sit- 


uations have arisen during the past year to cause greater 
expense and outlay 
The county including the floating 


indebtedness, school building bonds and other bonded in- 
debtedness owes $121,669 85 
Its resources money, real 


property, fixtures etc would reach in value nearly a half 
million dollars 


Over 2,500 arrests were made in the county during the 


year, including vagrants and petty offenders 
Thirty- 


one criminals -nere sentenced to the State prison for terms 
varying from one to twenty years and one for lifp sen- 
tence 
There were nineteen accidentals deaths five sul- 


ctdes and four homicides in the county during the year 


The conduct of the various offices county and town- 


ship, was in the marn satisfactory and ci editable to the 
incumbents 
Some slight errors or misconstructions of the 


law was found, but these were comparatively of minor 
note and corrected 
The grand jury recommended that tha 


Board of County Commissioners at their regular monthly 
meetings hold a short conference with the other officers 
and discuss county business and matters pei taming to the 
county's interest.

The verdict was accidental death. 


A grave was .dug on the hillside and 


the poor unfortunate laid'to rest by his 
fellow countrymen.

Congressman VanDuzer Invest! 


gates Postal Service in 


This State 


Congressman Van Duzer has been 


devoting several weeks to a thorough 
investigation of the postal service in 
Nevada. 
He has been at work in. the. 


department, familiarizing- himself with 
the routes and needs of the different 
sections of the state, and has written 
a letter to every postmaster in 
the 


State of Nevada, asking fo'r data re- 
garding- the postal service 
at each 


postofHce and if there is any way that 
the service can be bettered. 
He has 


been, before the division of rural free 
deliveries several times and has en- 
listed the .interest of the department 
and is preparing petitions which he is 
forwarding to Nevada. 
He will take 


up the matter of a rural free delivery 
in the Truckee Meadows, in Carson 
valley and 
Mason valley. 
He 
has 


called the attention of the department 
to the fact that these three valleys, 
on account of their compact agricul- 
tural population and good roads, are 
particularly adapted for the establish- 
ment of this service. 
Rural free de- 


livery routes, as a rule, cover from 20 
to 25 miles in length and serve about 
100 families. 
The routes are so es- 


tablished that carriers <3O' not have to 
retrace ior travel over the same route 
twice. 
Rural carriers distribute the 


mail -at each farmhouse and deliver, 
registered mail, special delivery mat- 
ter and pension letters. 


Another matter of 
benefit arising 


from the rural free delivery is that 
the rural carriers are required to carry 
with them 
a sufficient 
supply of 


stamps fo the supply of their patrons; 
also envelopes, postal cards and news- 
paper wrappers. 


The system has been highly success- 


ful in the Middle "West, the east and 
south, and ought to be applied with 
sucess to Carson valley, and the valleys 
of Elko and Lyon counties.
